John A. Manget, state fair price 
commissioner, announced Thursday 
afternoon that he will attempt to 
bring about the passage of a bill 
by the coming legislature similar 
to chapter 136 of the acts of the 
legislature of the state of New 
York, which was approved April 1, 
1920, and which is designed to curb 
agreements that are “unjust, un- 
reasonable and oppressive: for the 
payment of rent ewacted by land- 
lords from tenants under the stress 
of prevailing conditions, whereby 
the freedom of contract has been 
impaired, and congested housing 
conditions resulting therefrom have 
seriously affected and endangered 
the public welfare, health and mor- 
als in certain cities. 

The act, which is being published 
by Mr. Manget in the press, per- 
mits a tenant who is being sued by 
his landlord for rent to set up as 
a defense that the agreement un- 
der which the rent is sought to be 
recovered is onpressive. 

It provides that whenever the rent 
demanded can be proved to be an 
increase of more than 25 per cent 
of the rent for the same property 
for the previous year it shall be 
presumed to be oppressive. This 
section does not limit the increase 
that a landlord may make to 25 per 
cent, but merely throws upon the 
landlord the hurden of proving that

ALL CANDIDATES: 
SEEM SATISFIED 
BY LEAGUE PLANK 


Johnson Calls It Victory 
for Americanism and Sig- 
nal Defeat for Interna- 
tional Bankers.

Well he got’ some- 
thing he liked and in so doing he 
got what he regarded as the most 
vital thing he was after. That 
should satisfy him and permit us to 
nominate some one else.” This .’as 
exactly what many leaders sni~ 
Johnson would find he had “won” 
out of his struggle against the 
league, 

Pro-Leagues Not Hampered. 

Meantime’ the eempromise does 
not hamper any of the pro-league 
candidates because they all have 
vored a development of the World 
court idea. all have opposed the so- 
called “Wilson learue” and all have 
supported the stand of the senators 
who defeated it. In other words the 
comprcemise as reached, is support- 
ed by all the candidates, whereas 
Johnson's original position was ac- 
centable to none of them.

If the lawmakers 
of Georgia knew, as I know, what you have suffered, and 
what further sacrifices the rent hogs are trying to force 
you to make September 1st, they would pass a law to 
relieve you early in July. — 


The conditions are appalling—further unreasonable 
demands are absolutely dangerous, and, while I am not 
an alarmist, I solemnly warn the legislature of this state 
that if it fails to give the people relief from the “RENT 
HOGS” and their agents, that there will be trouble in 
this state September rst, when women and children, as 
a result of unreasonable and ,impossible demands made 
on them by “RENT HOGS,” are forced into the street. 


What are you doing about it? Have you urged the 
members of the legislature to help you? 


If not, you better be quick about it, for the “RENT 
HOGS” and the “RENT HOGS’ AGENTS,” are organ- 
izing, and they have already been at work to keep down 
legislative action against them. 


A revolution was imminent in New York, and below 
is copy of the bill the New York Legislature was wise 
enough to pass last April, effective immediately : 


Oppressive Agreements 


AN ACT 


“In relation to defenses in actions based upon unjust, 
unreasonable and oppressive agreements for rent of 
premises occupied for dwelling purposes in cities of 
5,000 or more inhabitants.” 


Became a law April 1, 1920, with the approval of the 
governor. Passed, three-fifths being present. 


* “The people of the State of New York, represented 
in Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 


“Section ly Unjust, unreasonable and oppressive agree- 
ments for the payment of rent having been and being 
now exacted by landlords from tenants under stress of 
prevailing conditions whereby the freedom of contract 
has been impaired and congested housing conditions re- 
sulting therefrom have seriously affected and endan- 


-gered the public welfare, health and morals in certain 


cities of the statey and a public emergency existing in 
thei. judgment of the legislattre by reason thereof, it 
shall be a defense to an action for rent accruing under an 
agreement for premises in a city of 5,000 of more, occu- 
pied for dwelling purposes, that such rent is unjust and 
unreasonable, and that the agreement under which the 
same is sought to be recovered is oppressive. 


_ “Section 2, Where it appears that the rent has been 
increased more than 25 per centum over the rent as it 
existed one. year prior to,the time of the agreement 
under which the rent is sought to be recovered, such 


agreement shall be presumptively unjust, unreasonable 
and oppressive. 


“Section 3. Nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the plaintiff from pleading and proving in such action a 
fair and reasonable rent for the premises and recovering 
judgment therefor, or from instituting a separate action 
for the recovery thereof. 


“Section 4. This act shall take effect immediately, 
and shall be-in force until November 1, 1922.” 


: 4 
Explanatic 
“This bill permits the defendant in an action at law 
for the recovery of rent to set up the defense that the 
rent is unjust and unreasonable, and the agreement under 
which the same is sought to be recovgred is oppressive. 


The facts constituting the present emergency are set 
forth in Section 1 of the bill. 


“Section 2 does not, as it seems to be commonly 
supposed, fix the limit of the increase of rent within a 
year at 25 per cent. It merely shifts the burden of proof 
from the defendant, where it would ordinarily lie in case 
of an affirmative defense, to the plaintiff. 


“If the rent has been increased more than 25 per cent 
within’a year thé burden of proving its reasonableness is 
put upon the landlord, but it does not prevent the land- 
lord from showing that any increase, whether it be more 
than 25 per cent or not, is as a matter of fact, reasonable.

without discrimination. 

This is a revolutionary step in it- 
self, as it is the first time in his- 
tory that ‘the federation Mas ever 
gone even so far as to request any 
international union to take any ac- 
tion, much less amend its consti- 
tution. 

The principle of trade union 
autonomy has in the past been as 
Sacred to American Federation of 
Labor delegates as the principle of 
State’s rights ever was to the most 
ardent southern secessionist. Each 
of the 110 national and internation- 
al unions which compose the fed- 
eration have in the past asserted 


and maintained their right to run 
the affairs of their own organiza- 


tions independent of orders, advice

or suggestions from Gompe

It is as revolutionary for the 
American Federation of Labor. to 
request an international union to 
change its constitution as it would 
be for the United States government 
to suggest a constiutional amend- 
thent to one of the states.

The 
southern delegates apparently tried 
to obey, but long years of custom 
made it impossible for him to say 
“negroes,” and there was another 
uproar. 

The negro delegates in their 
made a strong appeal to 
the sympathy and sense of fair play 
of the convention. Their strongest 
point was that, although the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor had iast 
year gone on record strongiy in 
favor of ‘organization of negro 
workers and had _ directed that 
where ahy international union re- 
fused to admit them to membership, 
the federation should organize them 


into local unions, these locals had 


been unable in many instances to 
secure even the benefits of dwards 
of government boards, although 
they were assessed to pay their part 
of the salaries of union grievance 
agents. This was denounced as 
“taxation without representation.”

To Organize Detroit. 3 


The same threat of I. W.. W. en- 
croachment came from another 
quarter in connection with the pas- 
sage of a resolution authorizing a 
concerted drive by all the unions 
to organize Detroit, which was 
characterized by Robert G. Ewald, 
of the Detroit Central union, as the 
“Siberia of America” and ‘the 
“eraveyard of organized labor.” 
This resolution calls upon each 
union to send at least one special 
organizer into Detroit and maintain 
a continuous campaign until’ the 
closed shop is established. If the 
action of the convention is carried 
out by each of the unions, this will 
mean an organizing drive in Detroit 
by more than 100 special organizers. 

Steps were also taken toward the 
fofmation of a new department of 
the American Federation of Labor 
to have jurisdiction over all pro- 
ducers and distributors of food in 
order to centralize the power of the 
unions in this field in opposition 
to an alleged monopolistic combina- 
tion, headed by the meat packers, 
and including hotels and _ restau- 
rants, in control of the food supply. 
The principal speech in favor of this 
action was made by Max 8S. Hayes, 
of Cleveland, who declared that 
without some central organization 
to unite and co-ordinate the various 
unions, the workers in this field 
were powerless to resist the pack- 
ers’ combinations.

RELAND IS MISSING 
ING. OP. PLATFORM 


Chicago, June’ 10.—The repub- 
lican platform omitted all reference 
to Ireland. 

Planks proposed by Irish sympa- 
thizers were lost before the resolu- 
tions committee and not pressed in 
the full committee or convention. 

The woman suffrage plank “earn- 
estly hopes” republican states which 
have not yet ratified the suffrage 
amendment will do so. It was a 
substitute for a clause calling upon 
the governors of states not having 
ratified to summon their legisla- 
‘tures in extra session to ratify the 
amendment. 

The Irish cause twice went down 
to defeat before the subcommitteer. 
A plank proposed by Frank F. 
Walsh, said to have been sponsored 
by Eamon de Valera, calling for 
recognition of the Irish republic, 
was.rejected by the subcommittee, 
members stated, without dissent. 
Louis E. Coolidge, of Massachusetts, 
then offered another plank of more 
moderate tone, but it was lost on a 
tie vote, six to six, according to re- 
perts from the committee. The Cool- 
idge plank follows: 

‘Oppressed Peoples.” 


“The republican party desires to 
place on record -its sympathy with 
all oppressed peoples and its recog- 
nition of the principle that the peo- 
ple of Ireland have the right to 
determine freely, without dictation 
from outside, their own govern- 
mental institutions and their inter- 
national relations with other states 
and peoples.” 

Senator Borah and Mr. Coolidge 
led the unsuccessful ,fight for the 
plank. William Heyburn, of Ken- 
tucky, and Judge Wallace McCam- 
ant, of Oregon, were said to have led 
the opposition, arguing that some 
authority with power to act, and not 
a political convention, should deal 
with the subject. They also were 
reported to have argued that such 
a plank ‘would interfere with af- 
fairs of a friendly nation. 


The proposed suffrage plank, call- 
ing upon state governors whose leg- 
islatures have not ratified the 
amendment, to call special sessions, 
was reported to have been fought 
principally by Connecticut members. 
They pointed out. that Governor 
Holcomb, of Connecticut, had re- 
fused to call the legislature on the 
ground that such a call would be 
illegal and the proposed plank, they 
declared, would be an affront to the 
governor. In view of the threatened 
fight, the substitute suffrage plank 
was inserted.

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T0 SAVE CARRANZA 


No Real Defense of Mex- 
ican President. 


Tlaxcalantongo, State of Puebla, 
Mexico. June 10.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Indian residents of 
Tlaxcalantongo, where President 
Carranza met his death on .the 
morning of May 21, scout the the- 
ory that he committed suicide ana 
declare that no real defense was 
made of the president. 

No official investigation has been 
made here into the death of Car- 
ranza. Indians interviewed by the 
Assoc i Press correspondent, who 
was the first newspaper man to 
visit the scene, pointed out the 
hut which they said had been as- 
Signed to the president by General 
Rodolfo Herrero, who has _ been 
charged with responsibility for the 
death of the late executive. It is 
built of fragile material and is lo- 
cated far from the quarters of the 
soldiers whose duty it was to pro- 
tect him. The Indians asserted 
there were stone houses available, 
to which the president might have 
been assigned. 

Investigation by the correspond- 
ent showed five bullet holes 
through the thin wooden wall of 
the hut in a corner where it was 
said Carranza slept. One bullet is 
reported to have struck him in the 
leg, and, according to belief here, 
when he sat up he was hit by the 
other four. 


Thirty Bullet Holes. 

Thirty bullet holes were counted 
in various parts of the hut. Near 
the door is one which is said to 
mark the spot where Carranza’'s 
guard was killed. Althougb the hut 
nad been used as the mayor’s office 
Defore Carranza’s arrival, it .was 
furnished only with a table, and 
the bare ground was its floor. On 
the ground is a cross mark, indi- 
cating the spot where Carranza’‘s 
body lay. A candle has been placed 
beside this cross and it is kept 
lighted by Senora Virginia Vargas 
de Luna, whose 15-vear-old son was 
killed by a stray bullet during the 
attack. 


President Carranza reached Tlax- 
calantongo at about 3:30 o’clock on 
the afternoon of May 20, according 
to an Indian couple, at whose home 
ten of his escort were quartered. 
The president was heavily cloaked, 
but was recognized by his white 
beard. About 1:30 o’clock next 
morning the couple heard firing 
in the village and fled. They re- 
turned seven hours later to find 
evidences of the disorder which had 
taken place. 

How Bonillas Escaped. 

A hundred yards from where Car- 
ranza slept is a hut pointed to 
by the Indians as one occupied by 
Ygnacio Bonillas, former Mexican 
ambassador at Washington, who 
was one of President Carranza’s 
companions in his flight from Mex- 
ico City. According to the stories 
told by the natives, Bonillas re- 
»mained in his hut throughout the 
night .and in the morning cut a 
hole in the wall to see how’ the 
land lay and then escaped. 

Tlaxcalantongo is difficult to 
reach. <A train runs from Mexico 
City to Beristait and from there 
the traveler must go by automo- 
bile or railroad to Necaxa. It is 
then a fifteen-mile horseback ride 
over rough roads to this town. 

Rumors have been heard that ban- 
dits are operating in the region, ‘but 
no evidence of them was encoun- 
tered by the correspondent. 

Useless Sacrifice, Says Murzeuia. 


Mexico City, June 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—To have defend- 
ed Carranza at Tlaxcalantongo on 
the morning of May 21 would have 
been “a useless sacrifice,’’ General 
Francisco Murguia, the former min- 
ister of war, who accompanied the

De La Huerta, Pablo Gonzales says 
that if- certain documents had 
reached Carranza’s hands, the lat- 
ter’s life would have been saved. It 
is presumed that he refers to the 
guarantees mentioned by General 
Murguia.

PROHIBITION PLANK 
LOST IN THe SHUFFLE 


Chicage, June 10.—The republican 
platform plank designed to deal with 
prohibition got lost in the shuffle 


today, furnished a new thrill for 
“wets” and “drys” and raised some 
question of its legal status. 

The plank does not mention. pro- 
hibition, but is a “law and order” 
declaration for impartial enforce- 
ment of all laws. 

In a mix-up from confusion of 
platform work, the plank was left 
from the great pile taken to the 
Coliseum and read by Chairman 
Watson, of the resolutions commit- 
tee. It was not read to the con- 
vention and was not in the plat- 
form as_ officially adopted,. but 
Charman Watson, Senator Smoot 
and others in charge of the docu. 
ment, declared it was adopted by 
the resolutions committee and is a 
part of the platform. 

“Dry” leaders were assured, be- 
fore the committee headed at break- 
neck speed for the Coliseum, that 
the “law and order” plank was in 
the platform under Senator Wat- 
son’s arm. No report of its absence 
was had tonight until Senator Wat- 
son’s attention was called to the 
omission. Prohibition leaders also 
were under the impression that the 
platform listed the Volstead en- 
forcement act among republican 
congressional achievements, but as 
read it contained no such indorse- 
ment. 

“The law and order” plank, mem- 
bers of the committee explained. 
was designed to fill the gap caused 
by overwhelming rejection by the 
plank specifically pledging § en- 
forcement of the Volstead law. Mr. 
White’s plank got only six or eight 
votes. Some prohibition workers 
were disposed to make a fight for 
the White plank in the convention, 
but it got nowhere, the move be- 
ing opposed by Wayne R. Wheeler, 
reneral counsel for the Anti-Saloon 
League of America. 

When informed that the platform 
“nointed with pride” to the Vol- 
stead law and also contained the 
reneral law enforcement plank, Mr. 
Wheeler said that it would prove 
satisfactory, although not entirely 
meeting “dry” wishes. He also ex- 
pressed satisfaction over keeving 
any wet or moist declaration from 
the platform. 

As originoliv drafted for the res- 
olutions subcommittee’s work. the 
law and order plank contained the 
following clause, which was drop- 
ped out later: 

“With rerard to the sale and man- 
ufact¥re of intoxicating beverages, 
the republican party will stand. for 
the enforcement of the constitution 
of the United States as it shall be 
declared by the supreme court.” 

This ciause, leaders explained. was 
written before the court's decision 
last Monday. 
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GIVEN TO WILSON 


Attorney General Palmer 
Says President Has Ten 
Days in Which to Con- 
sider Bills and Resolu- 
tions. 


Washington, June 10.—Attorney 

General Palmer has made an infor- 
mal ruling, which has been commu- 
nicated to President Wilson, that 
the the chief executive has ten 
days’after the adjournment of con- 
gress in which to sign bills and 
resolutions. 
* This rule may. change the status 
of a number of bills which the 
president killed by a “pocket veto.” 
explaining tnat he had not had sui- 
ficient time in which to conside! 
them. These measures include the 
Waier power bill and the resolution 
repealing most of the special war- 
time legislation. ; 

This marks a complete reversal 
of previous practice. Heretofore, 
when measures were Kept in the 
president’s hands after congress ad- 
journed, without having’ been signed 
or vetoed, it was considered that 
they were killed by a “pocket veto.” 

Litigation would be expected if 
President Wilson now signed sev- 
eral bills which were sent to him 
in the closing hours of the recent 
session of congress, officials de- 
clared todaq. It was predicted op- 
ponents of the measures would at- 
tack them on the grounds of uncon- 
stitutionality.

Asked as to what rental was paid 
for the Atlanta Gas Light company, 
he answered that it was the. main- 
tenance of the property, interest on 
the bonded debt, sinking fund and 
taxes. He said that the reason no 
stated rental was paid to the gas 
company was that every share of 
the gas company was owned Dy 
the Geergia Railway and Power 
company. 

J Rent for 1919. 


He said that his company paid 
in 1919 as rent to the Georgia 
Railway and Electric company $l,- 
639,345.14. The title to this prop- 
erty .was still in the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric company, he add- 
ed. Answering another question 
by Mr, Mayson a&s to why he had 
added the valuation of . the last 
named company to that of his 6wn 
company in.the figures presented 
at the morning session, he replied 
that he had disregarded capitali- 
zation altogether in the figures 
given, which were “bare boned” 
physical valuations. He had as- 
sume@ that the Georgia Railway 
and Electric company and the 
Georgia Railway-and Power com- 
pany owned their property without 
a bond-or a share of stock issued 
against them. 

in estimating 10 per cent as a 
minimum reasonable return on the 
property valuations, he had intended 
that to bear‘all dividends, rental, 
interest charges, etc., to say noth- 
ing of fires; strikes, cyclones, acci- 
dents, floods and many other such 
contingencies against which § pro- 
vision must be made. 

He admitted that the company 
showed an increase in gross income: 
of $502,777.94 in 1919, but said that 
the increase in operating expenses 
had. been. $656,665.94. “He attributed 
the bad showing made in the. April 
account of this year, the last menth 
presented in evidence, to the fact 
that the company had in this month 
been’ compelled to pay out large 
sums on back accounts to emrplicyees 
whose ,increased pay, following the 
adjustment of labor disputes, dated 
back to January 1. He found $37,- 
183.86 charged to this account. 

l‘exil Camp, an Atlanta attorney, 
representing objectors living on the 
Stone Mountain line, followed Mr. 

To 
an inquiry as to whether the pow- 
er company was not bonded for $72,- 
000,000, Mr. Arkwright returned an 
emphatic “no.” He said that the 
Georgia Railway And Power com- 
pany was bonded for $17,021,099, 
and the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric company for $14,299,000, mak- 
ing a total of $31,320,099. The At- 
lanta Gas Light company was bond- 
ed for $1;150,000 and’ the Atlanta 
Northern ‘railroad for $40,000, he 
added. 

Carroliton Question. 

Leon Hood, representing the city 
of Carrollton,“asked if the citizens 
of his town were required to pay 
any of the losses of the company on 
railway 
system in Atlanta. Mr. Arkwright 
replied that they certainly were not. 
They are only apportioned to pay 
their prober share of the- cost of 
consumers:of their class, which in- 
cluded the hydro-electric power 
consumers outside of the seven-mile 
zone of Atlanta, he explained.

Mr. Arkwright read the resolu- 
tion adopted by council! and vetoed 
by Mayor Key providing that the 
power company should be given a 
hearing on any. changes in rates it 
might -propose before the city 
should decide to oppose : them. 
~ “Gould anything be fairer’ than 
that we~be given a hearing?” he 
asked. “Under our government ev- 
ery man is at least entitled to that. 
We are the humblest citizens in At- 
lanta and the most despised, but we 
do elaim the right of a+ hearinz, 
even if we are the largest taxpay- 
ers in the city.” 

Cemmisstion’s Valuation. 

Recurring to the valuation made 
by the railroad commission of the 
company’s properties, $37,000,000 ‘in 
round numbers, which Mr. Arkwright 
delcared Wednesday was much 
too low, he submitted in its stead’ 
Thursday a valuation made for the 
company by two eminent engineers. 
The valuation of the street railway 
properties was made by W. A. 
Baehr, of Chicago, he said; and that 
of.the hydro-electric plants by C., 
G. Adsit, of Atlanta, who had. been 
the company’s chief engineer in the 
constructiow of the Tallulah Falls 
plant. Only such physical properties 
as were used in the rvice were 
considered, he said. 

The valuation arrived at for the 
Georgia Railway and Electric com- 
was $31,553,000, and for the 
Georgia Railway and Power ‘com- 
pany, exclusive of the street car 
system the Atlanta-Northern rail- 
wayandthegas company, $49,691,- 
918. Including several other items, 
amounting to something over nine 
million dollars, Mr. Arkwright. said 
that the engineers figured the to- 
tal valuation of both eoncerns as 
$82,076,163. This was a bare-boned 
physical valuation of date January 
1, 1920, Mr. Arkwright ‘declared, and 
did not include anything for fran- 
chises, Working capital, going con- 
cern value or items of that kind. 
Figuring a fair return at 10 per 
cent, Mr. Arkwright estimated that 
his company would be confronted, 
for the year 1920, on the basis of 
this valuation, with a _ deficit of 
$6,836,688.33. 

Taking up the amount that the 
increase of street far fares from 6 
to 8 cents would yield, Mr. Ark- 
wright estiimated it at $811,977.86, 
or 17.83 per cent. He said that the 
increase of 20 percent in 1918, when 
the fares were, made 6 cents instead 
of 5, had yielded the company an 
increased return of only 14 per cent. 
Any increase in fareS will result in 
some falling off of the customers of 
the service, he added. 

Error in Estimate. 

Mr. Arkwright said that the mis- 
take made by the railroad commlis- 
sion in estimating the -physical 
property valuations of the company 
was that it considered only the 
actual cost of construction at the 
time the work was done. 

“We did not put into the company 
thirty-seven millions in dollars,” he 
continued, “but we put in materials, 
brick, mortar, cement, etc., and hu- 
man labor, hand work and brain 
work, at what they cost at that 
If we had saved the material 
which we put into our plants and 
simply stored it away, we would 
have been entitled to the profits ac- 
cruing from increased prices. Are 
we not entitled to these profits when 
we used these materials for the 
construction of a great enterprise 
for the people’s service? Yet we 
are treated as“af we had buried our 
taleritand not used it for the public 
benefit.” \ 

Mr. Arkwright declared that, com- 
pared with the wages received. by 
labor, an §8-cent fare as much 
cheaper now than a b-cent’ fare was 
in 1914. 

‘Then, wages ranged from 15 
cents to 50 cents per hour,” he said, 
“according to the character of the 
work. Now they range from 40 
cents to $1.50 per hour. A street 
car trip to town saves an average 
of thirty minutes. Cannot a man 
afford to pay 8 cents to save from 20 
to 74 cents now easier than he could 
pay 5‘cents, to save from 7% to-2d 
cents in 1914? Besides, there .is,an 
actual saving in the wear and tear 
on clothes. One of our employees 
livigg near Grant park has figured 
that it costs him 12% cents to walk 
to town in shoe leather, collars and 
socks,” 

Cotton Mill Mén. 

The power company president said 
that the cotton mill men were too 
busy figuring out income, taxes and 
excess profit taxes to bother about 
such a small matter as the proposed 
increase in power rates. Most of 
them had raised on objection to it, 
he declared. 

‘Why, even George Jonés left this 
hearing to go to Washingtgon to 
discuss with the government the in- 
come taxes and excess profit taxes 
of his company,” he _ continugd. 
“The increase in power rates means 
dust that much more money they 
don’t have to pay the government,” 

Mr. Arkwright said that the Expo- 
sition Cotton mills, one of his com- 
pany’s largest customers, had con- 
tinued the service, after they had 
spent $350,000 in a steam plant and 
stored up several thousand tons of 
coal. “That is conclusive evidence 
of the supgrior economy of hydro- 
electric power,” he declared. 

He produced figures to show that 
the power rates in Atlanta were the 
third cheapest in the United States? 
The average for Atlanta was 1.41 
cents per k. w. h.; Los Angeles, 1.36, 
and Buffalo, 1.1 cents. The munici- 
pal plant at Cleveland, which served 
only selected customers, charged 
1.51 cents; the average for Toronto, 
which had been held up in adver- 
tisements as an example to At-~- 
lanta, was 2.5 cents. This average, 
he said the advertisers compared 
with his company’s highest rate of 
8 cents for small retail power. 

The hearing will be resumed in 
the senate chamber this morning 
at 9:30 o'clock.

Satisfies Neither. the 
Gompers Nor the Allen 
Factions, But Is Expect- 
ed to Serve Politically.

Chicago, June 10.—In consonance 
with thg@ spirit of compré@émise for 
expediency that is becoming domi- 
nant here the republican convention 
tonight adopted the compromise la- 
bor plank as tonstructed by the res- 
olutions committee. 

Senator Borah made a strong 
fight in the committee for'the elim- 
ination of the provisions looking to 
the establishment of tribunals for 
investigation and arbitration of la- 
bor disputes involving public utili- 
ties. He was beaten, and declared 
later that while the plank as adopt- 
ed by the committee did not at.all 
suit: him he would make no further 
fight on it. 3 

Capital arf labor disputants dur- 
ing the last year have largely lined 
up in two opposing camps, the one 
faction in sympathy with Gompers 
in. his fight against anti-strike leg- 
islation ‘of any character whatso- 
ever, and the other‘ standing behind 
Goveknor Allen and his principle of 
government control of labor in pub- 
lic utilities as giver legal expres- 
sion by the industrial relations 
court in Kansas. 

\The Anti-Strike Provision, 

The labor plank _ adopted today 
fully satisfies p«.ther faction, the 


anti-strike provisions recommended 
are.those incorporated in the Esch- 
Cumygnins bill, and are to apply "to 
public utilities only. Most of the 
very urgy and practical teeth were 
drawn frgm the Esch-Cummins bill 
at the instance of the Federation 
of Labor and while the measure as 
passed was an irritation to Gomp- 
ers and his lieutenants, it did not 
meet the demands of those .- who 
string with Allen in urging com- 
plete state or federal control of in- 
dustrial disputes in basic industries, 
— as coal, steel, transportation, 
etc. 

Senator Lodge was in unusual 
form in his role as chairman of the 
convention, There was a_ sharp, 
firm ring to his voice that was en- 
tirely lacking as he read his key- 
note speech on Tuesday. The sena- 
tor’s bearing was that of a man who 
sees just one job to be done and 
lias but one intention—to complete 
it. His job was to get the platform 
across without trouble, 

The convention as a whole was 
also anxious to do business. The 
mass of the delegares showed their 
resentment at every delay. 

If the old guard planned today’s 
program as a means of placating 
Johnson and preventing a belt in 
event of his failing of nomination, 
they gave him a real run for his 
money. 

Like Esch-Cummins Bill. 


The labor plank as adopted to- 
day, then, is in spirit a twin broth- 
er of the Esch-Cummins law. It 
is a sop to labor. Not a particu- 
larly juicy nor nutritive sop, to be 
sure, But unless the democrats 
adopt a labor policy well nigh as 
written by Gompers himself or 
nominate a candidate famous for 
his sympathy with the ambitions of 
the federation, the industrial plank 
as. adopted here today will serve 
to pull a certain percentage of the 
labor vote in Novembers It is far 
from being what labor wants, but 
labor’ is still smarting from the 
irritation of the injunction that was 
plastered onto the coal miners last 
year by a democratic attorney gen- 
eral with the consént of a demo- 
cratic president, and it will take a 
radical ‘assertion of labor sympa- 
thy in the democratic platform and 


}a strong pro-labor candidate to off-

set the injunction effect and ena- 
ble the democrats to poll a solid 
vote in spite of the unsatisfactory 
tenor of the labor policy outlined 
in the republican platform just 
adopted. : 

The labor plank as adopted to- 
day makes the following conces- 
sions to labor: Recognition of the 
justice of the principle of colleec- 
tive bargaining; refusal to recom- 
mend compulsory arbitration in 
private industries: the exclusion of 
the products of convict labor from 
interstate commerce. 

It is a play to the advocates of 
strong anti-strike legislation in the 
following provisions: The supervi- 
sion by tribunals of investigation 
and arbitration of all industria! 
disputes involving public utilities; 
denial of the right to strike against 
the government. 

A Compromise Dealing. 


The score pro and con is about 
even. It is distinctly a compromise 
dealing for the most part in gener- 
alities. It is a defeat of Gom- 
pers’ attempt of vesterday to in- 
fluence the committee into th®elim- 
ination of anti-strike legislation of 
any character. And yet it cannot 
be called a victory for the extreme 
industrial reactionaries and advo- 
cates of stringent anti-strike leg- 
islation in the republican party. It 
is a clever straddle of the ques- 
tion minus all vitality or danger- 
ous commitments, and leaves the 
hands of a possible republican pres- 
ident and congress free to take 
such definitive legislative and ex- 
ecutive action as may be desired. It 
passes the labor buck onto the dem- 
ocrats. who, with their recent in- 
junction record against them, may 
find it a difficult buck to handle 
to any political profit.

The strike or the lockout, as a 
means of settli industrial dis- 
putes, inflicts such loss and suffer- 
ing on the community as to justify 
government initiative to reduce its 
frequency and limits its conse- 
quences. 

We deny the right to _ strike 
against the government; but. the 
rights and interests of all govern- 
ment employees must be safeguard 
ed by impartial] laws and tribunity. 

In public ytilities we favor the 
establishment of an impartial tri-, 
bunal to make an investigation of 
the facts and to render a decision 
to the end that there may be no or- 
ganized interruption of service to 
the lives and health and welfare 
of the people. The decisions of the 
tribunals to be morally but no tle- 
gally binding. and an informed pub- 
lic sentiment be relied on to secure 
their acceptance. The tribunal. 
however, should refuse to accept 
jurisdiction except for the purpose 
of investigation. as long as the pub- 
lic service be interrupted. For pub- ' 
lic utilities we favor the type of 
tribunal provided for in the trans- 
portation act of 1920. 

In private industries we fo not 
advoctee the principle of compul- 
sory arbitration, but we favor im- 
partial commission and better fa- 
cilities for voluntary mediation, 
conciliation and arbitration, supple- 
mented by that full publicity which 
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will enlist the influence of an 
aroused public opinion.

National Economy. 

A republican congress reduced the 
estimates submitted by the admin- 
istration for the fiscai year 1920 al« 
most three billion dollars, and for 
the fiscal year 1921 over a billion 


and a quarter dollars. Greater 
economies could have been effected 
had it not been for the .stubborn 
refusal of the administration tw 
co-operate with congress in an 
economy propaganda. The universal 
demand for an executive pudget is a 
recognition of the incontroertible 
fact that leadership and _ sincere 
assistance on the part of the exec- 
utive departmetns are essential to 
effecjive economic and constructive 
retrenchment. 

The Overman act invested the 
president of the United States. wtih 
all the authority and power neces- 
sary to restore the federal govern- 
ment to a normal peace basis and to 
reorganize, retrench and demobilize. 
The dominant fact is that eighteen 
months after the armistice, the 
United States government is still 
on a war-time basis, and the ex- 
penditure program of the executive 
reflects War-time extravagance 
rather than peace-time 
ecanomy. 

As an example of the failure to 
retrench which has characterized 
the post-war policy of fe admin- 
istration, we cite the fact that, not 
including the war and navy depart- 
ments, the executive departments 
and other establishments at Wash- 
ington actually record an increase 
subsequent to the armistice of 2.- 
184 employees. The net decrease in 
pay roll costs contained in the 
1921 demands submitted by the ad- 
ministration is only 1 per cent un- 
der that of 1920. The annual ex- 
penses of federal operation can be 
reduced hundreds of millions of 
dollars without impairing the effi- 
ciency of the public service. We 
pledge ourselves to a _ carefully 
planned readjustment to a peace 
time basis and to a policy of rigid 
economy, to the better co-ordination 
of departmental activities, to the 
elimination of unnecessary officials 
and employees, and to the raising

‘The Executive Budget. 
We congratulate the republican 
congress on the enactment of a law

War Powers of the President. 

The president clings tenaciously 
to his autocratic war-time powers. 
His veto of the resolution declar- 
ingg peace, and his refusal to si~n 
the bill pealing war-time legis- 
lation, no iser necessary, evidence 
his determination not to restore to 
the nation and to the states the 
for of government provided for 
aft constitution. This usurpa- 
ti is intolerable and deserves the 
s€verest condemnation. 

Taxation. 

The burden of taxation imposed 
upon the American people is stag- 
gering; but in presentine a true 
Statement of the situation we must 
face the fact that, while the charac- 
ter of the taxes can and should be 
changed, an early reduction of the 
amount of revenue to be raised is 
not to be expected. 

The next republican administra- 
tion will inherit from its democrat- 
ic predecessor a floating indebted- 
ness of over  $3,000,000,000, the 
prompt liquidation of which is de- 
manded by sound financial consid- 
erations. Moreover, the whole fis- 
cal poliey of the government must 
be geeply influenced by the neces- 
sity of meeting obligations in 
excess of $5,000,000,000, which ma- 
ture in 1923. But sound policy 
equally demands the early accom- 
Plishment of that real reduction of 
the tax burden which may be 
acbieved by substituting simple for 
c plex tax laws and procedure:

Banking and Currency. 

The fact is that the war to a 
great extent was financed by a 
policy of inflation through certifi- 
cate borrowing from the banks and 
bonds issued .at artificial rates sus- 
tained by the low discount rates és- 
tablished by the federal reserve 
board. The continuance of this po:- 
oa i since the armistice lays the ad- 
ministration open to severe - crit- 
icism. Almost up to the present 
time the practices of the federal re-' 
serve board as to credit control 
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the convenience of the treasury. 

The results hajve been a great war 
cost—a serious loss to the millions 
of people who in good faith bought 
Liberty bonds and Victory notes at 
par, and extensive post-war specu- 
lation, followed today by a restricr- 
ed credit for legitimate industrial 
expansion. As a matter of public 
policy, we urge all banks to give 
credit preference to essential inaus- 
tries. ° 

The federal reserve system should 
be free from. political influence, 
which is quite as important as its 
independence of domination by 
financial combinations. 


The High Cest of Living. 

The prime cause of the “high cost 
of living” has been first and fore- 
most, a 50 per cent depreciation 
in the purchasing power of the do!- 
lar, due to a gross expansion cf our 
currency and credit. Redu*ed p*c- 


duction, burdensome taxation, 
Swollen profits, and the increased 
demand for goods arising from 34. 
fictitious but enlarged buying 
power have been contributing 
causse in a greater or less degree. 

We condemn the unsound fiscal 
policies. of the democratic adminis- 
tratiopg which have brought these 
things to pass and their attempts *o 
impute the’ consequences to minor. 
and secondary causes. Much of the 
injury wrought is irreparable. 
There ,is no short way out, and we 
decline to deceive the pev%p:e with 
vain promises or quack remedies. 
But as the. political party that 
throughout its history has stood for 
honest money and sound finance. 
we pledge ourselves ‘to earnest ano 
consistent attack upon the hich cost 
of living by rigorous avoidarce of 
further inflation in our government 
borrowing, by courageous and in- 
telligent deflation of over-expand- 
ed credit and currency. by encour- 
agement of heightened production 
of good and services, by prevention 
of unreasonable profits. by exercise 
of public economy and stimulation 
of private thrift and by revision of 
war imposed taxes unsuited to 
peace-time economy..

We condemn the democratic ad-

Railroads. 


We are opposed to government 
ownership and operation or em- 
loyee operation of the railroads. 
n view of the conditions prevailing 
in the country, the expenditures of 
the last two years and the conclu- 
siens which may be fairly drawn 
from an observation of the trans- 
portation systems of other coun- 
tries, it is clear that adequate 
transportation service both for the 
present and future can be furnish- 
ed more certainly, economically and 
efficiently’ through private owner- 
ship and operation under proper 
regulation and control. 

There should be. no speculative 
profit in rendering the -service of 
transportation; but in order to do 
justice to the capital already in- 
vested in railway enterprises to re- 
store railway credit to induce fu- 
ture investments at a reasonable 
rate g@nd to furnish enlarged facil- 
ities to meet the requirements of 
the constantly increasing develop- 
ment and distribution a fair return 
upon actual value of the _ railway 
property used in transportation 
should be made reasonably sure and 
at the same time to provide con- 
Stant employment to those engaged 
in transportation. service with fair 
hours and favorable working condi- 
tions at wages or compensation at 
least equal to those prevailing in 
similar lines of industry. 

We indorse the transportation act 
of 4920 enacted by the republican 
congress as a most. conservative 
legislative achievement. 

Waterways. 
, We declare it to be our policy to 
encourage and develop water trans- 
portation service and facilities in 
connection with the commerce of 
the United States. 


Regulation of Industry and Com- 
merce. 

We approve in general the exist- 
ing federal legislation against mo- 
nopoly and combinations in re- 
Straint of trade, but since’ the 
known certainty of a law is the saf- 
est of all. we advocate such amend- 
ment as will provide American busi- 
ness men with better means of de- 
termining in advance whether a 
proposed ~combination is or is not 
unlawful. The federal trade com- 
mission. under a democratic admin- 
istration, has not accomplished the 
purpose for which it-was created. 
This commission, properly organ- 
ized and its duties efficiently ad- 
ministered, should afford pro@p*ion 
to the vublic and legitimate We. 
ness interests. There should b 
persecution of honest business, 
to the extent that circumstances 
warrant, we pledge ourselves to 
strengthen the law against unfair 
practices, 

We pledge the party to an imme- 
diate resumption of trade relations 
with every nation with which we 
are at peace. 

International Trade and Tariff. 

The uncertain and unsettled con- 
ditions of international balances 
and the abnormal economic gnd 
trade situation of the world, and 
the’impossibility of forecasting ac- 
curately even the near future. pre- 
clude the formulation of a definite 
program to meet conditions a year 
hence, But the republican party re- 
affirms its belief in the protective 
principle, and pledges itself to a 
revision of the tariff as soon as 
conditions shall make it necessary 
for the preservation of the home 
market for American labor. agricul- 
ture and industry. 

Merchant Marine. 

,. The national defense and our for-

Mexico—The ineffective policy of 
the present administration in Mex- 
ican matters has been largely re- 
sponsible for the continued loss of 
American lives in that country and 
upon our border; for the enormous 
loss of American an@aforeign prop- 
erty; for the lowering American 
standards of morality and social re- 
lations with Mexicans; and for the 
bringing of American ideals of jus- 
tice and national honor and political 
integrity into contempt and ridi- 
cule in Mexico and throughout the 
world. 

. The policy of wordy, futile, writ- 
ten protests against the acts of 
Mexican: officials ‘explained the fel- 
lowing day by the president him- 
self as being meaningless and not 
intended to be seriously enforced, 
has but added in degree to that 
contempt and has earned for us the 
sneers and jeers of Mexican bandits 
and added insult upon insult 
against our national honor, and 
dignity. : 

We should -not recognize any 
Mexican government unless it be a” 
responsible government, willing and 
able to give sufficient guarantees 
that the lives and property of 
American citizens are respected and 
protected, that wrongs will be 
promptly corrected and just com-~- 
pensation will be made for Injury 
sustained. The republican ‘ party 
pledges iteelf to a consistent, firm 
and effective policy toward Mex- 
ico that shall enforce respect for 
the American flag, and that shall 
protect the rigtts of American citi- 
zens lawfully in Mexico to security 
of life and enjoyment of property. 
in. cofinection with an established 
international law and our treaty 
rights. 

The republican party is a sin- 
cere friend of the Mexican people 
in its insistence upon the mainte- 
nance of order for the protection 
of American citizens within its 
borders. a great service will be 
rendered the Mexican people them- 
selves, for a continuation of pres- 
ent conditions means disaster to 
oe interest and patriotic aspira- 
tions.

Immigration. 
The standard of living and the 
standard of citizenship are its most 
precious possessions and the preser- 


vation and elevation of these stand- 
ards is the first duty of our gov- 
ernment. 

The immigration policy of the 
United States should be such as 
to insure that the number of for- 
eigners in the country at any one 
time shall not exceed that ‘which 
can be assimilated with reasonable 
rapidity, and to favor immigrants 
whose.standards are similar to ‘ours 

The selective tests that are at 
present applied could be improved 
by requesting a higher physical 
standard, a more complete exclu- 
sion of mental defectives and of 
criminals and of a more effective 
inspection applied as near the 
source of immigration as possible 
as well as at the port of entry. 
Justice to the foreigner and to our- 
selves demands provisions for the 
guidance, protection and better eco- 
nomic distribution of our alien pop- 
ulation. To facilitate government 
supervision, all aliens should be re- 
quired to register annually until 
thev become naturalized. 

The existing policy of the United 
States for the practical exclusion 
of Asiatic immigrants is sound, and 
should be maintained. 

Naturalization. 

There is urgent need of improve- 
ment in our naturalization law. No 
alién should become a citizen until 
he has become genuinely American 
and tests for determining the alien's 
fitness for American citizenship 
should be provided for by law. 

We advocate in addition the inde- 
pendent naturalization of married 
women. An American woman should 
not lose her citizenship by marriage 


cies. 
The Service Men. 


We hold in imperishable remem- 
brance the valor and the patriotism 
of the soldiers and sailors of Amer- 
ica who fought in the great war for 
human liberty, and we pledge our- 
selves to discharge to the fullest the, 
obligations which a grateful nation 
justlu should fulfill, in appreciation 
of the services rendéfed by its de- 
fenders On Sea and on land. 

Republicans are not ungrateful. 
Throughout their history they have 
shown their gratitude toward the 
nation’s defenders. Liberal legisla- 
tion for the eare of the disabled 
and infirm d their dependents has 
ever marke republican policy to- 
.ward the soldier and sailor of al} 
the wars’‘in which our country has 
participated. The present congress 
has appropriated generously for the 
disabled of the world war. The 
amounts already applied and au- 
thorized for the fiscal year 1920-21 
for this purpose reached the stu- 
pendous sum of $1,180,571,893. This 
legislation is significant of the par- 
ty’s purpose in generously caring 
for the maimed and disabled men vf 
the recent war. 


Civil Service. 


We renew our repeated declgra- 
tion that the civil serivice law shall 
be thoroughly and honestly -en- 
forced and extended wherever prac- 
ticable. The recent action of con 
gress in enacting a comprehensive 
employment and wage policy that 
will guarantee equal and jubt treat- 
ment to the army of government 
workers andin -centralizing the ad- 
ministration of the new and prod- 
gressive employment _policy in the 
hands of the civil serWce commis- 
ion is worthysof all pratse. 

Postal Service. 

We condenin the present admin- 
istration for its destruction of the 
efficiency of the postal service, and 
the telegraph and telephone service 
when controlled by the government 
and for its failure to properly com- 


pensate employees whose expert 
knowledge is essential to the.prop- 
er Le of the affairs of the Pes- 
tal syst We commend the re- 
publican congress for enactment of 
legislation increasing the pay of 
postal employees,, who up to that 
time were the poorest paid in the 
government service. 

Woman Suffrage. é 
We welcome women into full par- 
ticipation in the affairs of govern- 
ment and the activities of the re- 
Publican party. We earnestly he 
that republican legislatures in 
states which have not yet acted 
upon the suffrage amendment will 
ratify the amendment, to the end 
that all of the women of the nation 
of voting age may participate in 
the election of 1920, which is so 
important to the welfare of vour 
country. 


States. 

Free Speech and Alien Agitation. 

We demand that every American 
citizen shall enjoy .the ancient and 
constitutional right of free speech, 
free press and free assembly and 
the no less sacred right of the qual- 
ified voter to be represented his 
duly chosen representatives: but no 
man may advocate resistance to the 
law, and no man may advocate vio- 
lent overthrow of the goverment. 

Aliens within the jurisdiction of 
the United States are not entitled of 
right to liberty of agitation direct- 
ed against the government or Amer- 
ican institutions. ~ 

Every government has the power 
to exclude and deport these aliens 
who constitute a real menace to its 
peaceful existence. But in view of 
the large number of people affected 
by the immigration acts and in 
view of the vigorous malpractice of 
the departments of justice and 
labor, an adequate public hearing 
before a competent acministrAtive 
tribunal should be assured to all. 

Lynching. 

We urge congréss to conside? the 
most effective means to end lynch- 
ing in this country, which continues 
to be a terrible blot on our Amer- 
ican citizenship. 

Law and Order. 

The lequality of all citizens under 
the law has always been a poiicy 
of the republican warty. 

Without obedience to law and 
maintenance of order, our American 
institutions must perish. Our laws 
must be impartially enforced and 
speedy justice should be secured. 

Public Roads and Highways. 

We favor liberal appropriations 
in co-operation with the states for 
the construction of highways, 
which will bring about a reduc- 
tion in transportation costs, better 
marketing of farm products, im- 
provement in rural postal delivery, 
as well as meet the needs of mili- 
tary defense. 

In determining the proportion of 
federal. aid for road construction 
among the states, the sums lost in 
taxation to the respective states by 
the setting apart of large portions 
of their area as forest reservations, 
should be considered as a controll- 
ing factor. 

Conservation is a republican poli- 
cy. It began with the passage of 
the reclamation act signed by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. The recent pas- 
sage of the coal, oil and phosphate 
leasing bill by a republican con- 
gresS and the enactment of the wa- 
ter power bill fashioned in accord- 
ance with the same principle, are 
consistent landmarks in the devel- 
opment,of the conservation of our 
national resources. We denounce 
the refusal of the president to sign 
the water power bill passed after 
ten years of controversy. The re- 
publican party has taken an espe- 
cially honorable part in saving our 
national forests and in the effort 
to establish a national forest poli- 
cv. Our most pressing conserva- 
tion question relates to our forests. 
We are using our forest resources 
f-ster than they are heing renewed.

We recognize in the development 
of reclamation through federal ar- 
tion with its increase of production‘ 
and taxable wealth a safeguard for 
the nation. 


Mandate for Armenia. 

We condemn President Wilson for 
asking congress to empower him to 
accept a mandate for Armenia. The 
acceptance of such mandate would 
throw the United States into the 
very maelstrom of European quar- 
rels. According to the estimate of 
the Harbord commission, orggnized 
by authority of President ilzon, 
we would be called upon to send 
59,000 American boys to police Ar- 
menia, and to expend $267,000 in the 
first vear and $756,000.000 in five 
years. This estimate is made up 
on the basis that'we would have 
oniv roving hands to fight. but in 
case of serious trguble with the 
Turks or with Russia, a force ex- 
ceeding 200.000 would be necessaky. 

No more striking illustration ca 
be found of President Wilson's 
disregard of the lives of American 
bovs or American interests. ‘ 

We deeply sympathize with the 
people of Armenia and stand ready 
to heip them in all proper ways. 
buf the republican party will op-

Lengue eof Nations. 

The foreign policy of the admin- 
istratien has been: founded upen 
no principle and _e directed by 
no definite conception of our 
nations rigtts and obligations. It 
has been humiliating to America 
and irritating to other nations, with 
the result that after @ period of 
unexampled sacrifice our motives 
are suspected, our moral influence 
impaired a our government 
Stands digscrédited and (friendless 
among the nations of the world. 

We favor a liberal and gener- 
ous foreign policy founded upon 
definite moral and political princi-. 
ples, characterized bv a clear un- 
derstanding of and firm adherence 
to our own rights, and unfailing 
respect forthe rights of others. We 
should afford full and adequate pro- 
tection to the life, liberty and 
property and all international 
rights of every American citizen, 
and should require a proper respect 
for the American flag: but we 
should be equally careful to mani- 
fest a just regard for the rights 
of otner nations. A scrupulous ob- 
servance of our international en- 
gagements when lawfully assumed 
is essential to our own honor and 
self respect. and the respect of 


Social Progress. 

The supreme duty of the nation is 
the conservation of human re- 
sources through an enlightened 
measure of social and industrial 
justice. Although the federal jur- 
isdiction over social. problems is 
limited, they affect the welfare and 
interests of the nation as a whole. 
We pledge the republican party to 
the solution of these problems 
through’ national and state legis- 
lation in accordance with the best 
progressive thought of the country. 

Education and Health. 

We indorse the principle of fed- 
eral aid to the states for tHe pur- 
poses of vocational and agricultural 
training. 

Wherever federal money is de- 
voted to education, such education 
must be so directed as to awaken 
in the youth the spirit of America 
and a sense of patriotie duty to the 
United Stages. 

A thorough system of physical 
education for all children up to the 
age of 19, including adecuate health 
supervision and instruction, would 
remedy conditions r..ealed by the 

* art rwould’add to the eco- 
nomic and industrial strength 
of the nation. National leadership 
and stimulation will be necessary to 
induce the states to adopt a wise 
system of phvsical training. 

The public health activities of the 
federal government are scattered 
through numerous departments and 
bureaus, resulting in. Inefficiency, 
duplication and extravagance. We 
advocate a greater centralization of 
the federal functions, and in addi- 
tion urge the better co-ordination 
of the work of the\federal. state 
and local health agencies. 

Child Labor. 

The republican party stands for a 
federal~child labor law and for its 
rigid enforcement. If the present 
law be found unconstitutional or in- 
effective. we shall seek other means 
to enable congress’ to prevent the 
eVils of child labor. di 

Women in Industry. 

Women have special problems of 
employment whit hmake necessary 
special study. .We commend con- 
gress for the nermanent establish- 
ment of thé women’s bureau in the 
United States department of labor 
to serve as a source of information 
ito the states and to congress. 

The principle of equa: pay for 
equal service should be applied} 
throughout all branches of the fed- 
eral government in which women 
are employed. 

Federal aid for vocational train- 
ing should take into consideration 
the special aptitudes and needs of 
women workers. 

We demand federal legislation to 
limit the hours of employment of 
} women engaged in intensive indus- 
try. the product of which enters 
into interstate commerce. 

Hou<ing. 

The housing shortage has not on- 
ly compelled careful study of ways 
of stimulating building, but it has 
brought into relief the unsatisfac- 
tory cherracter of the housing ac- 
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agreement am 
@ the peace of .he world. We 
-that such an international

association must be based wpon in- 
ternpativmmal justice, and must pro- 
vide methods which shall maintain 
the rule of public rignt by develop- 
ment of law and the decision of 
impartial courts, and which shall 
secure instant and genera? interna- 
tional conferences whenever peace 
shall be threatened by_pdlitical! ac- 
tion, so that the nations pledged 
do and ins?St upon what is just and 
fair may exXercise their influance 
and power for the prevention of 
war. 

We believe that all this can be 
done without the compromise of na-+ 
tional independence, without de- 
priving the people of the United 
Stated in advance of the right to 
determine for themselves what is 
just and fair, when *the occasion 
arises, and without involving them 
as participants and not as pneace- 

ers in a multitude of quarrels, 
the merits of which they are unable 
to judge. 

The covenant, signed by\the pres- 
ident at Paris, failed signafNy to ac- 
comPplish this purpose, and contain- 
ed stipulations not only intolerable 
for an independent people, but cer- 

mn to produce the injustice, hcs- 
tility and controversy among na- 
tions which it proposed to prevent. 

That covenant repudiated to de- 
gree wholly unnecessary .ud unjus- 
tifiable, the time-honored policy in 
favor of Peace declared by Wash- 
ington and Jefferson and Monroe 
and pursued by all American ad- 
ministrators for more than a cen- 
tury, and it ignored the universal] 
sentiments of America for genera- 
tions past in favor of international!

FRANCE COMING BACK. 


France is “coming back” now 
with something of the speed of 
Belgium—bringing the battlefields 
under cultivation and restoring the 
ruined homes. ’ 

Evidence of what ‘has been ac- 
complished in reconstruction work 
on some of “the old British battle- 
fields” is given in the continental 
edition of The London Daily Mail: 


“Details show that of eirmht hun- 
dred square miles of devastated 
land 360 are again being cultivated. 
Of eighty million cubie yards of 
trenches and shell holes nearly thir- 
ty-six million have been filled in. 
Half of twenty-four million square 
yards of barbed wi : entanglements 
haVe been removed. 

“A quarter of the ruins have been 
cleared away. The towns of Amiens, 
Corbie, Hant. Nesle and Boves are 
among those entirely cleared. Of 
twenty-five thousand damaged 
houses 8,200 have been entirely re- 
Paired and ten thousand shelters 
have been put up. 

“Of 1,200 factories ruined, 236 
are producing fplly and four hun- 
dred partly. Five thousand wells 
have been purified and cleared. Th> 
Somme canal is now navigable for 
boats drawin e feet, and by July 
is expected t@ be open for normal 
traffic.”

SAVE THE WRAPPER—IlI7. 
SUNBURN, TAN AND FRECKLES. 


Cave dwellers setting out on a 
vacation should remember that sun- 
light is a powerful chemical agent 
and take it with caution. A skin 
not protected by Jong exposure to 
the sun contains little pigment and 
can endure but w-ief sunbaths with- 
out burning. If the nakgd skin is 
to be exposed to direct sunlight it 
is advisable to limit the periods of 
exposure to perhaps five minutes 
three times a day first, and grad- 
ually increase each sunbath five 
minutes each succ *' g day. This 
will prevent disagreeable sunburn 
and bring about gradual tanning. It 
is the system adopted in institutions 
euch. as that at Perrysburg, N. Y., 
where tuberculosis of various parts 
of the body is treated successfully 
by exposure of the body do he sun. 
Thosé who like to acquire a, deep 


coat of tan on vacation will find‘ 


the system good. Those whose skin 
is pale from long cave-dwelling will 
find it comfortable. 

Sunburn is not different from 
burns by fire from ecalling, and 
is to be treated in a similar fashion. 
A first degree burn (redness with- 
out blistering) requires merely some 
freshly prepared cold cream or zinc 
oxide ointment. If blisters rise they

If the Smith and Jones families of 
our city should remove from Atlan- 
ta and establish a municipality of 
their, own, their presence would be 
sorely missed, for if it were, not for 
the 2,895 members of thbdse two old 
and historic tribes, the official 1920 
census figures for Atlanta would 
have been only 197,721, whereas by 
havige with us the 1,752 Smiths and 
the 1,143 Joneses the census bureau 
put Atlanta down for 200,616. per- 
sons. 

The Atlanta city directory has 
made its 1920 bow, and bY actual 
eount the aforementioned figures 
are derived from the huge volume. 
Statistically. speaking, the book dis- 
closes that there are 58 John 
Joneses and 32 Mary Joneses. The 
list of Smiths includes 86 Johns and 
33 Marys. ' ° 

The Adamses, Allens, Turners, 
Wilsons and Williamses could fill 
a good-sized church.
